Rheims. France, September 28 
most interesting and instructive 
of the second day of the Rheims 
tion meet was a cross-country race 
for monoplanes and biplanes. The race 
was five times around a 30-kilometer 
course. The result was a complete tri- 
umph for the monoplanes, nearly all 
of which made better time than the 
leading biplane.

and started by flag in the same maa- 
ner that a horse race Started. The 
biplanes were first sent away. Hal) 
an hour later the monoplanes were 
sent away. Three of the biplanes 
abandoned the race, and most of tne 
others were compelled to land once or 
twice. 

The winner was M. Rost, whose moa- 
oplane riegotiated the 150 Kilometers 
in 1 hour, 7 minutes and 18 seconds. 

The best time for’ a biplane was 1! 
hour, 35 minutes, 51 seconds, made by 
Rene Caudron.

Impeachment Managers Will Try 
to Prove Sulzer Traded Signa- 
ture for Legislative Support.

Albany, N. Y., September 28.—The 
fire of counsel for the board of man- 
agers in the Sulzer impeachment trial 
will center this week on the governor's 
alleged bartering of political influence. 
This was announced today by Attor- 
ney Isadore J. Kresel. 

Not only will members of the legis- 
laturé, who are alleged to have made 
deals with the governor, be called, but 
others who are said to have been 
threatened by him if they did not vote 
for certain administration measures, as 
well as a few democratic political 
leaders. 

Among those who will take the stand 
are Assemblymen P. G. Prime, Jr., of 
Essex, J. Lewis Patrie, of Greene, and 
Thaddeus C. Sweet, of Oswego. With 
the first two named-the governor is 
said to have made trades giving his 
support to highway bills in return for 
their support of his direct primary leg- 
islation. The articles of impeachment 
charge in the case of Sweet, however, 
that the governor threatened to op- 
pose a bridge bill already passed by 
the legislature if the assemblyman did 
not support some of the administration 
measures. Both Prime and Sweet are 
republicans 

Refused Over Hundred Bills. 

Another witness from whom § the 
managers expect to obtain testimony 
bearing on the alleged bartering of 
gubernatorial patronage is Commis- 
sioner J. H. Delaney of the state de- 
partment of efficiency and economy. 
The managers assert they will be able 
to show that Governor Sulzer refused 
more than a hundred special. bills to 
this department and that the four 
measures dealing with the bridges and 
highway improvement in Greene, Es- 
sex and Warren counties are the only 
ones on which he took issue with the 
department’s recommendations. Com- 
missioner Delaney recommended that 
lthese bills be vetoed. The governor 


'signed them. 

At least two more witnesses, Mel- 
ville KE. Fuller and J. B. Gray, both of 
New York, will be called to testify fur- 
ther regarding the governor’s Wall 
street deals before the legislators are 
put on the stand. Kresel said today 
that he thought the examination of 
these witnesses would be concluded in 
the afternoon session tomorrow. 

Alleged Stock Deals. 

Further inquiry into the _ alleged 
stock dealers, however, probably will be 
made later. 

The star witness on the stock 
Frederick L. Colwell, will be § wel- 
comed as a witness whenever he ap- 
pears. But his whereabouts were as 
much of a mystery today as at any 
time since he disappeared, several 
weeks ago. 

The mysterious woman for whom de- 
tectives in the employ of the board of 
managers are searching, who is want- 
ed to testify regarding the governor's 
Wall street deals, is believed to know 
where Colwell is. She has been in 
communication with him ever since he 
disappeared, it is said. 

Fifty subpoenaes were filled out to- 
day under the personal direction of 
Governor Sulzer and process servers 
will begin calling witnesses in his be- 
half tomorrok. The governor took an 
automobile ride this afternoon and 
again denied that he was a nervous 
wreck from loss of sleep.

Sheriff A. A. Kuhn and two 
deputies left tonight for Macomb, 
where Roxroat is believed to be at 
theh ome of his father, a farmer. 

Eighty photographs were taken to- 
day of finger-prints, many of them 
bloody, found on a score or more mail- 
ing cards scattered along the track 
for a distance of 50 feet from the place 
the body was found. « The police are 
looking for a rattan suitcase contain- 
ing a pink silk dancing dress and pink 
pumps, which was carried by Mrs. Rox- 
roat when she left Chicago. 

Roxroat’s parents and friends at Ma- 
comb declare they will have no trou- 
ble establishing a complete alibi for 
him. “He has not been in Chicago 
for two months,” said his father. “He 
brought his bride here six months ago, 
but she was a city. girl and would not 
adopt farm life. She left August 26. 
They were still good friends.” 

Roxroat was at his father’s home 
on the evening of the murder, accord- 
ing to statements made by two friends 
and neighbors of the young man, who 
say they visited him about the hour 
the murder was committe. 

Roxroat. when questioned Saturday. 
denied all knowledge of the death of 
his wife. One of the confident reasons 
for the issuance of the warrant, is was 
stated, was that when Roxroat and 
his wife parted he demanded thet she 
return a $300 diamond \ring he had 
viven her. Mrs. -Rexroat were the

Rev. Caleb A. Ridley, of the Central 
Baptist church, began a series of pop- 
ular Sunday evening addresses at his 
church last night. 

His subject was “Individual Respon- 
sibility.” and in the course of his ser- 
mon he touched on local matters, re- 
ferring to the coming election for 
councilmen and the recent squabble 
between the mayor and the police. 

Among other things he said: 

“A rather famous evangelist recent- 
ly wrote an article on ‘If I Were the 
Devil,” ana proceeded to tell us what 
he would be opposed to and what he 
would favor if he were the devil. He 
declared he would oppose all pure food 
laws, make wealth his idol, bribe every 
senator, corrupt every ballot, oppose 
woman suffrage, bring all the misery 
possible into the world and afflict with 
pain every piece of human clay. 

Devil’s Viewpoint in Atlanta. 

“What would you do if you were the 
devil? In other words, I am thinking 
and wondering today just what the 
devil’s viewpoint is. How does he 
want things to go? What is there in 
our civic, moral, political and national 
life that he likes and what is there 
that he would change? Remembering 
that I am a eitizen of Atlanta and 
somewhat interested in its life, Il an 
wonderifiig just whAt the devil think 
about the way we do things. The evan- 
gelist’s question keeps ringing in my 
ears: If I were the devil, then what? 

“If I were the devil I would hold my 
sides and laugh at the petty politics 
among the ‘high ups’ in the political 
life of our city. I would try to blind 
the pedple’s eyes to keep them from 


its way into the press, 
ways, too, in the interest of ‘the 
people. I would make them believe 
that these little men, with their self- 
ishness and sin, were real reformers 
and willing to give their blood for the 
dear people and their interests. 
Would Despise Jim Beavers. 

“If I were the devil. I would despise 
Jim Beavers. I would call him names 
and lay my plans to get him out of 
my way just as soon as possible. I 
would be uncgmpromisingly opposed 
to any officer of the law who, like 
Beavers, believes that laws ought 
either to be enforced or repealed. I 
should want in office men capable of 
winking at crime and disregarding 
law. 1 would never stand for law en- 
forcement and I would oppose men 
who did. In the case of Beavers I

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WAGES HAVE INCREASED; 
WORK HOURS SHORTER 


Washington, September 28.—Wages 
in the cotton, woolen and silk manu- 
facturing industries of the United 
States during the past 23 vears have 
increased to a considerable extent, 
while the nominal full time hours per 
week for the principal occupations 
combined have decreased, according to 
the bureau of labor statistics. These 
industries employ approximately 333,- 
000 persons. 

Rates of wages per hour for 1912 
showed the following increases per 
cent, compared with the periods in- 
dicated:

Industry. 1890 1900 1910 1890-99 
Cotton. . «.eemee 51.4 1.1 64.1 
Woolen. .. ..49. d 2.5 9. 
Silk. ; 4.1 17.1 

As regards recent years, wages in 
the cotton industry were 4.5 per cent 
lower in 1909 than in 1907: after 1909 
they advanced continuously. In the 
woolen industry wages, following a de- 
crease of 5.3 per cent in 1908, as com- 
pared with 1907, have advanced con- 
tinuously in recent years. In the silk 
industry wages in 1908 decreased 2.6 
per cent, as compared with 1907, but 
since 1908 they have advanced contin- 
uvously. 

The nominal full time hours per 
week in the principal occupations com- 
bined, not including finishing in the 
cotton industry, for 1912 showed the 
following decreases, per cent, com- 
pared with the periods indicated:

Dr. A. R. Holderby Says the 
Church as Well as the City 
Needs Cleaning Up. 


: “Never, perhaps, has there been more 
| political corruption and moral rotten-

ilanta.” said Dr. A. R. Holderby last

; and start from the bottom.’ 
| “Phe Doom of a Wicked City” was

'the fate of Sodom and Gomorrah and 
}countless other cities where the citi- 
zens forgot righteousness. 

“The Prophet Amos asked a ques- 
tion,”” said Dr. Holderby, “which may 
apply to Atlanta, when he asked ‘Shall 
a trumpet be blown in a city and the 
people not be afraid? Shall there be 
evil in a city and the Lord not do 
some what”’ 

“The trumpet of the gospel has been 
blown,” the pastor asserted, “but the 
people are not afraid. The sound of 
the trumpet seems to have made but 
little impression on Atlanta.”

Police Board Election Will Be 
Held Before Regular Session 
of Legislature Begins. 


Despite the fact that there has been 
consiaerable talk among the friends of 
Carlos Mason, chairman of the police 
to have the charter 
amended so as to make him eligible 
a third term, the fact that 
his present term—and his last under 
the charter—expires in March, elim- 
inates him as 2 1914 possibility.

The pojice commission is a charter 
board, and any change in its legal 
status must be authorized by the leg- 
islature. 

Anyway, Chairman Mason is not 
seeking re-election. It is doubtful if 
he will accept even though his friends 
in council succeed in getting Governor 
Slaton to call a special session of the 
law makers.

3 WHITES AILLED; 
9 NEGROES AILLED, 
2 BLAGKS LYNGHED 
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Two Drug-Crazed Mulatto 
Boys Started a Reign of 
Murder at Harriston, Miss., 
That Continued for Many 
Hours Sunday Morning. 


TO SATISFY BLOOD LUST 
CRAZED NEGROES SHOT 
AT EVERYONE IN SIGHT 


Troops Were Rushed to the 
Scene and Arrived Just in 
Time to Prevent a Pitched 
Battle Between the Races. 
Two Negroes Who Started 
the Trouble Were Shot to 
Death and Then Strung Up. 


Harriston, Miss., September 28. —Two 
drug-crazed, mulatto boys, brothers, 
began a reign of murder here this 
morning that ended only after three 
white men, four negro men and a 
negro woman had been killed. Twenty 
wounded and the two boys lynched. A 
serious clash between the raves was 
prevented by the arrival, on a special 
train, of a company of national guards- 
men from Natchez. 

The trouble started at about zx 
o'clock Sunday morning and continued 
intermittently until 10 o'clock this 
m-erning, when Walter Jones, the older 
of the two boys who started the firing, 
was lynched just after the soldiers 
arrived. His brother Will had been 
shot by citizens earlier in the day. 
Soon after people who had barricaded 
themselves in their homes began tv 
cautiously emerge from their hiding 
places, and by noon the town was 
quiet. No more trouble is feared.

during promiscous shooting. 

WALTER and WILL JONES, 
groes, lynched. 

W ounded—Orrin Gillis, former sher- 
iff, shot in shoulder and may die; E. B. 
Appleby, conductor of the Yazoo ana 
Mississippi Valley railroad, shot in 
breast, leg and arm, dangerous; Wil- 
liam McCaleb, shot in leg and thigh;

Shot at Every One tin Sight. 

The shooting was started by Walter 
Jones agea 20, 
where the negro woman and Thead 
Grayson were shot and killed. Walter 
then went to the home of his mother 
and aroused his brother, who was only 
18 years of age. 

Together they proceeded through the 
main street of the little town, firing 
at everyone in sight. Citizens aroused 
from their slumber by the shots peered 
out of the windows and then hastened 
to cover, believing, they said today. 
that riots of more serious proportions 
had broken out. 

The two boys, soon after leaving 
their home, went to the home of for- 
mer Constable Frank Keinstly and 
when he replied to their call to come 
out he was shot through the head by 
Walter Jones. Death was instantane- 
ous. Keinstly’s son, William, grabbed 
for a zun when he saw his father fall, 
but before he could fire he received a 
bullet in one of his hands. 


Negroes Fired Initio Train. 


The Yazoo and Mississippi Valley de- 
pot is near the Keinstly home and the 
two negroes walked in that direction. 
A train had arrived from Natchez just 
a few moments before and Conductor 
E. B. Appleby was standing at the sta- 
tion talking to Miagman W. C. Bond. 
Without warning the two negroes fired 
on them and both fell. Then they di- 
rected their fire at Claude Freeman, 
who was waiting for a train to take 
him to his home at Fayette, Miss. He 
was instantly killed. The negroes 
then fired into the train, terrorizing 
many of the passengers. A sleeping 
car from Natchez is left every night 
at Harriston until the through train 
from Memphis to New Orleans arrives. 
After the train which had come from 
Natchez left, this car stood alone on 
the tracks and was a target for the 
fire of the two negroes. hile many. 
windows were broken, no one was hurt 
in the car.

A small crowd 
of men were firing into the seed house, 
but no one had ventured to lead the 
posse to the place. Taking a few men 
with him Sheriff Hammett, heavily 
armed, started towards the seed house. 
Seeing this move, it is belleved Walter 
Jones took to the tall grass nearby, 
and as Hammett approached the negro 
fired, Killing him instantly A shot 
from the seed house brought down 
Gillis. 

By this time the country side had 
been aroused and farmers came pour- 
ing in from every direction. Everyone 
began firing at the seed house. A call 
was sent to yovernor Brewer for 
troops. 

Negro Is Killed and Strung Up. 

Finding his hiding place too pre- 
carious, Will Jones started to run to- 
wards a coal chute nearby but had 
gone only a few when a bullet

The rope was too smal] and 
as the negro was drawn up the rope 
broke and he (fell heavtly to the 
ground Not a word or act of protest 
came from Jones as a larger rope was 
drawn around his neck and again he 
was pulled and the crowd looked 
on as the rug-saturated body writhed

PASSENGER ON TRAIN 
DESCRIBE SHOOTING 


New Orleans, September 28.—The 
Yazoo and Mississippi Valley train 
which was in Harriston, Miss., during 
a part of the time of the slaughter 
there this morning, arrived here today 
bringing many badly scarred passeng- 
gers. Windows in the train showed 
evidence of the firing of the two negro 
desperadoes who caused the death of 
nine persons within a few hours. 

L. D. Jarvis, of Newellton, La., was 
in the sleeping car “cut out” by the 
train coming to Natchez to await the 
through train coming to New Orleans. 
The firing awakened him and he got 
out in time to see Conductor Appleby 
and Fl&gman Bond shot. 

“No one on our car could tell who, 
why or how many were shooting and 
all remained mighty close to their 
_ berths,” said Mr. Jarvis. “We let only 
!' one small light burn after the train 
tthat brought us to Harriston left. 
When the through train arrived the 
shooting still was in progress and it 
sseems as if none of the trainmen cared 
to find our sleeper, which was prac- 
tically dark. Mur car had not been 
left where it usually is. Instead of the 
trainmen coming out to find where we 
were they uncoupled their engine and 
ran it onto two sidetracks before they 
found us. It was very dark. The train- 
men said they would take no chances 
in the open. We learned very little 
of the real trouble until we got to New 
Orleans, as nearly everyone in Harris- 
ton seemed to be fighting or in hid- 
ing.”

Mr. Harris also found that southern- 
ers and democrats generally had been 
discriminated against in the bureau. 
He has already entered upon a reor- 
Zanization of the force, 90 per cent of 
whom are republicans, and will see 
that democrats hereafter get a fair 
chance at the offices. He has already 
made a number of demotions or repub- 
licans. 

Why Harris Was Opposed. 

An explanation of why Mr. Harris’ 
nomination was fought by republican 
senators, who succeeded in putting off 
the confirmation for several weeks, is 
furnished by the report just made on 
the work of the census bureau. The 
republicans evidently sought to delay 
an exposure of the inefficiency of the 
last administration. 

The report of the investigating com- 
mittee concludes: 

“The business-like and effective man- 
ner in which Director Harris has taken 
hold of the census problems gives as- 
surance of extricating the bureau from 
the deplorable condition in which the 
conduct of the thirteenth census work 
has involved it. The recommendations 
of the expert special agents he has ap- 
pointed to collaborate with him in 
working out present census problems 
appear radical, but the conditions re- 
quire radical treatment. Director 
Harris states that the recommenda- 
of the special agents will be followed 
bv him and the census reports given 
to the public without further unneces- 
sary delay. 

“Director Harris 
William R. Merriam, ex-governor of 
Minnesota, and Hon. 8S. N. D. North, 
hoth former directors of the census; 
Professor Walter F. Willcox, of Cor- 
nell university, and W. S. Rossiter, 


appointed Hon. 


formerly chief clerk of the census, as 
special ‘agents of the burean to makes 
studies of the present condition of sta- 
tistical census and plans for the better 


bureau in connection with its future 
operations. Hon. Daniel C. Roper, firsr 
assistant postmaster general, and for- 
merly an official of the census bureau, 
was called in as an adviser. These 
gentlemen have been on duty at the 
bureau for several days, and have 
been making inquiry and studies con- 
eerning the various problems assignea 
to each of them. 
Future Conduct of Bureau. 

Their report states: 

“It immediately became evident to 
these investigators that the problems 
before them i nthe bureau should be 
treated in two separate divisions; first, 
and most pressing, the disposition of 
the much-delayed work of the thir- 
teenth census; and, second, the plan 
for the future conduct of the bureau. 

“we have kept in view these facts: 

“(a) That the act authorizing the 
taking of the thirteenth census re- 
quires that the reports of that census 
shall be completed and published on vr 
before July 1, 1912: (b)\ That althougn 
three and one-half years have elapsed 
since the enumeration itself, much of 
the thirteenth censu work is still un- 
completed; (c) That the regular an- 
nual reports and other work requirea 
by law during the intercensal period 
have been breatly delayed because a 
large body of census clerks is still em- 
ployed upon the delayed work of the 
thirteenth census; (d) That the value 
and use fulness of the annual and other 
reports required by law are largely 
dependent upon the promptness with 
which they are compiled and given to 
the public, and (e) That funds to com- 
plete the thirteenth census are very 
limited because current appropriations 
are required for the spevific purposes 
for which they were made. 

“We therefore, advise the director 
that no additional tabulations or 
analysis are necessary in connectlun 
with the unfinished branches of the 
thirteenth census, namely, (1) Popu- 
lation. and (2) Mining and quarries, 
and that the work on those branches 
and on the delayed annual reports can 
and should be readjusted so as to In- 
sure publication not later than Decem- 
ber 31. 1913, without detracting from 
the value of these portions of the cen- 


sus.”

Oklahoma and Maryland “Jim 
Crow” Legislation Attacked 
Betore U.S. Supreme Court. 


Washington, September 28.—A bitter |

The Oklahoma and the Maryland 
“grandfather” constitutional amend- 
ments by which thousands of negroes 
have been disfranchised will be at- 
tacked as unconstitutional.

A SPECIALIST SPEAKS. 

If there is one man in Atlanta who 
ought to know the character of the negro 
and the cause of his delinquencies it is 
Recorder Broyles. His knowledge is not 
academic. It was gained from years of 
tusseling with the negro problem at first- 
hand, as it manifested itself in every pos- 
sible phase before his tribunal. Nor is his 
viewpoint necessarily biased by the vicious 
sides he sees. On every hand, in and out 
of his court, he -s8ees the compensating 
phases of the negro character. 

His special equipment is what gives 
weight to the address he recently delivered 
to representative negroes of Atlanta at the 
Big Bethel auditorium. First, he punctured 
the absurd colonization scheme, about 
which, luckily, we are hearing less nowa- 
days. He said the negro was here to stay. 
Then he went on to outline the worst foes 
of the race. He classified them as: 

First, whisky-drinking; second, gam- 
bling; third, lewdness; fourth, pistol-toting; 
and fifth, vagrancy. Had he added disease 
and uncleanliness, he would have made a 
perfect definition. 

The significant feature of Judge Broyles’ 
analysis, and it applies to the negro in the 
country as well as the negro in the city, ‘is 
that all the weaknesses against which he 
warns them originate in imperfect self- 
control; self-control is regulated by morals; 
morals are governed by religion. The con- 
nection is inescapable. 

When, therefore, this specialist speaks in 
friendly candor to the negro he speaks by 


implication to the white people and even 
more strongly to the white churches. The 


Constitution does not believe one of its 
readers will question that the defects point- 
ed out by the recorder are eradicated, grad- 
ually but surely, by practical and organized 
religion. The fact that they are not being 
eradicated with any degree of swiftness is 
tolerably sure evidence that the negro is not 
getting the right kind of religion, or that 
the doses are too homeopathic. 

If the sums lavished by the churches on 
heathen in foreign lands halved or 
even more minutely divided as between the 
half-heathen at our gates, these faults that 
Judge Broyles denotes as stumbling-blocks, 
and that injure the white man almost as 
much as the negro, would disappear by in- 
stallments and gradually vanish. The in- 
ference is plain. The churches can hardly 
escape the responsibility. Those that have 
already faced it are doing yeoman work for 
southern and American civilization.

PROTECT AMERICAN CREDIT. 

Henri De Peyster, secretary to the min- 
ister of finance of France, is in this coun- 
try investigating the recent collapse of 
the Frisco railroad system. Frenchmen of 
moderate means hold some $30,000,000 worth 
of the railroad’s securities, and they nat- 
urally are solicitous to know what chance 
there is of getting their money. Attorney 
General McReynolds could give Mr. De 
Peyster little satisfaction, save to tell him 
that the matter is now in the courts, and 
the interstate commerce commission could 
only assure him that the failure is now 
being investigated. For the rest, this am- 
bassador must make his own inquiries, 
draw his own conclusions and return a re- 
port in accordance therewith. 

De Peyster’s presence in this country 
emphasizes two features: The gravity of 
such mysterious failures as that of the 
Frisco system; and the fact that the United 
States, having become now a world power, 
must tread cautiously lest its credit and, 
consequently, its international future be 
impaired. 

The railroads of this country and our 
various industrial enterprises are today in 
need of much capital for purposes of im- 
perative expansion. Not all of that capital 
can be found in this country. Much of it 
must come from Eurcpe. When we go to 
the old world with our securities, what sort 
of figure will we cut when they question us 
about the Frisco fiasco? 

It is to be hoped that the investizga- 
tion will not stop with the activity of the 
commerce commission. If our 
credit abroad is to be protected there must 
be some guarantee that the old ex parte in- 
junction and bankruptcy proceedings, once 
so potent in the disreputable days of rail- 
road-wrecking, are to be revised wholesale. 
We may be content to rock along with slip- 
shod methods for our own use. But the for- 
eigners from whom we seek to borrow money 
will be more exacting. Capital is the most 
timid thing in the world, and it is coming 
to no country that does not give evidence of 
ability and intention to extend protection.

Refugees From Mexico. 
(From The Washington Star.) 

An interesting situation develops in con-

United States undertake Its guardianship. It 
appears from the petition that has been ad- 
dressed to the’ state department that these 
refugees were given to understand by repre- 
sentatives of the United States government 
that “most decisive action’ would be taken 
at once.

“The 
state department’s warning to Americans in 
Mexico was inspired by the fear that they 
were in actua] peril of their lives. Later, 
doubtless much will be heard about the de- 
gree of urgency with which the case was 
stated to them officially.

DID HATTON DIE OF A BROKEN HEART? 


It would be a rather arduous task for any 
writer to attempt to chronicle all of the 
aincurs of Queén Elizabeth, and to properly 
piace them. She was the greatest siren that 
ever sat on the English throne, and had the 
way of winning to her a host of admirers 
any one of whom would have laid down his 
life for her or, at least, would have been 
delighted to have joined with her, but Eliz- 
adeth lived and died a virgin queen. 

Just how many hearts Elizabeth was able 
to break through her flirtaticns and her 
favors no one would venture a guess, but it 
has always been affirmed that among the 
latter were Sir Christopher Hatton, who be- 
came distracted and died when he found that 
he had lost the favor of the queen. 

Elizabeth first met Hatton at a masque 
at ccurt, when she was attracted to the tall, 
handsome and graceful courtier. Like all 
of her favorites she at once began loading 
him with honors, and from the first his re- 
lations with the queen were very intimate. 
When he fell seriously ill in 1573, she visited 
rim daily, and was pensive when he left for 
Spa to recover his health, and she sent her 
own physician Julio, with him. 

The letters Hatton wrote to Elizabeth 
during his absence were full of sentiment, 
and full of such endearing sentences as 
“Would God I were with you but for one 
hour,” and “Love me, for I hove you.” It is 
dvubtful if her court ever received a more 
stupendous surprise than when in 1587 she 
announced that she had appointed Sir Chris- 
topher te preside in the Chancery, the Star 
Chamber and the House of Lords, and to 
superintend the administration of justice 
throughout her realm. 

Besides being handsome, Hatton was a 
most graceful dancer and ‘it is said that he 
danced himself into the favor of the queen 
He was the younger son of a good, but tm- 
poeverished family, and when he devoted 
himself to dancing it is noted that his rela- 
tives were ready to stop all communication 
with him. It is not difficult to imagine their 
ccnsternation when they saw him basking in 
the favor of the queen and given wealth and 
high honors. 

The great power Hatton held cover the 
queen is shown in the story that has been 


tuld as to his attempt to get a lease of one 
of the church houses in Ely Place, Holborn. 
He asked the Bishop of Ely for this favor, 
but naturally it was refused. Thereupon 
Hatton went te the queen and told her of his 
failure. What did Elizabeth do but write to 
the bishop a letter that filled him with terror: 
“Proud Prelate: I would have you know that 
I who made you what you are can unmake 
you. I will unfrock you. Elizabeth.” This 
bicught Hatton the lease forthwith. 

Elizabeth was a flirt and it is not possible 
to tell just how deeply rooted was her love 
fur Hatton, but he was no doubt very much 
in love with her. It is said by some writers 
that the reason he never married was because 
he always hoped that Elizabeth would even- 
tually raise him to the exalted position by 
her side. He was furiously jealous of Sir 
Walter Raleigh, but Elizabeth always as- 
sured him that there was no reason to feel 
that Raleigh was his rival. 

The poet Gray has noted of this attach- 
ment as follows: 

“His bushy beard and shoestrings green: 
His high-crowned hat and satin doublet, 
Moved the stout heart of England’s queen, 
Though Pope and Spaniard could not trou- 

ble it.” , 

Elizabeth frequently visited Hatton at the 
estate Stoke Pogis she allowed him to occu- 
py, and while here he did everything possible 
to show his admiration for her. But, of 
course, she finally wearied of him as she 
did of all her lovers, whereupon his health 
and spirits began to fail. But the queen 
srowed some pity, for she appreciated that 
sho was tv blame and had led him to his 
urhappy state of mind. When'she heard of 
his illness she went at once to his house in 
Eiyv Place and carried with her an abundance 
of broths and cordials to restore him. Did 
she find that it was too late? She had al- 
ready broken his heart, it is said, with her 
coldness and neglect, and, while his bi- 
ographer tells us that he died of a diabetes, 
aggravated at the exaction by the queen of 
peyment of a large sum cf money of which 
he was accountable, it is generally supposed 
that his illness was the result of heart throbs 
at the way he had been neglected by the 
queen who had showered such honors upon 
him for many years.

PUSH AND PULL.

The fireman is one of the most prominent 
members of our leisure class. His duty Is 
to loaf 23 hours of the day and to twist the 
tail of the fire fiend with great vigor and 
expression during the 24th hour. 

If the fire fiend would only leave his tall 
exposed during the regular hours life would 
be almost -all joy for th reman, who would 
attend the ball game everday and go on 
river excursions at night. pDut he never 
knows when the twisting is to be done. 
Sometimes he will rise at 3 a. m. to squirt 
industriously until breakfast time; and then 
again he will drop a half-gnaved ear of 
Sweet corn at dinner time and travel 4 
miles over a cobblestone pavement on the 
back of a hose cart in order to subdue a 
feverish coal shed. Because of this uncer- 
tainty the fireman can do nothing but hang 
around the premises and wait. Waiting Is 
the fireman’s chief occupation. He Is more 
patient than the man who has been prom- 
ised a job by the democratic candidate for 
congress and who has been holding on the 
Knob of the white house door since March 4. 

Waiting for work is also the life job of 
many thousand tired men who have learned 
to ask for it in Volapuk so that they will 
not be understood. Why, then, do not these 
men rush nobly into the ranks of the fire- 
men? It is because the fireman gets his 
work after waiting for it. 

The chief duties of a fireman when he 
finds work are to arise, leap nimbly Into a 
large-legged pair of pants, slam on a helmet, 
slide down a brass pole and catch the rear 
of the hose cart as it foes past. He then 
rides swiftly to his task like any millionaire 
holding on with one hand and buttoning his 
Shirt with the other. Arriving at his Job, 
he takes a large impetuous hose, hoists it up 
a 30-foot ladder and squirts it on the flames.

Cruden’s Eccentricities.

Few, doubtless, of the many who are 
familiar with Cruden’s concordance of the 
Bible are acquainted with the eccentricities 
of the compiler of this and other valuable 
religious works. Not the least of his 
whimsicalities was his lovemaking of Miss 
Elizabeth Abney, an heiress to great wealth. 
But the lady was deaf to his entreaties. For 
months he pestered her with calls and per- 
secuted her with letters, memorials and 
remonstrances. When she left home he 
caused “praying bills” to be distributed in 
various places of worship, asking the pray- 
ers of the pastor and congregation for her 
preservation and safe return. After her re- 
turn he issued further bills to the same con- 
gregation to return thanks. 

Finding these peculiar attentions did not 
produce the desired result, he drew up a 
long paper which he called a “Declaration 
of War,’ in which he declared he should 
compass her surrender “by shooting e@ 
great numbers of bullets from his camp} 
namely, by earnest prayers to heaven day 
and night that her mind might be enlighten- 
ed and her heart softened.” This grotesque 
courtship ended in defeat, for the lady never 
relented. 

Three times during his life he was placed 
in confinement by his friends. On one of 
these occasions he managed to escape from 
the private lunatic asylum in which he was 
chained to his bedstead. He brought suit 
for damages against the proprietor and 
physician, stated the case himself and lost 
it. One of his freaks was to parade the 
streets on Sunday to admonish people to go 
home and Keep the Sabbath day holy. 
Though Alexander Cruden died nearly one 
hundred and fifty years ago, fortunately for 
his memory, his erratic doings have for the 
most part been forgotten and only his good 
works remembered.

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TARIFF REVISION 
ALMOST COMPLETE 


Democratic Leaders Expect 
Measure to Go to President 
This Week--Report of Con- 
ferees to Be Made Today. 


Washington, September 28.—Both 
houses of congress will meet tomor- 
row with the prospect of an early com- 
pletion of the democratic tariff bill. 
Although the conference report prob- 
ably will not be taken up in the house 
before Tuesday, and later in the sen- 
ate, instructions have gone out to ab- 
Sent members of both houses to be on 
hand early in the week for the final 
Stages of tariff revision. 

Democratic leaders hope the long 
anticipated message from the white 
house, that “the president had signed 
H. R. 3321, an act to reduce tariff 
duties and to provide revenue for the 
government” will be received by the 
two houses of congress before the 
present week is ended. 

With the president's signature, the 
first democratic tariff bill since Cleve- 
land's administration, will become law: 
and a complete revision of tariff rates 
and of the taxing system will become 
Operative. The struggles in the con- 
ference committee, which have extend- 
ed over two weeks and a half, prac- 
tically are ended, except for the cot- 
ton futures tax question. Democratic 
managers fully expect to meet some 
stubborn opposition in both senate and 
house, but they believe it will not ma- 
fe eat’ delay final action on the tar- 

The parliamentary stages through 
Which the tariff bill must pass prob- 
ably will cause the greatest delay be- 
tween now and the time President Wil- 
Bon finally signs it Tomorrow the 
conference report will go first to the 
full conference committee, the repub- 
lican members of which thus far have 
not seen it or helped in its preparation. 


The Cotton Futures Tax. 


It will then be reported to the house 
by Chairman Underwood, of the house 
conferees, probably Monday afternoon. 
The present plan is to have it lie over 
until Tuesday before action is demand- 
ed. The house will agree to the re- 
port, but recommend an amendment in 
the form of the so-called Smith-Lever 
cotton futures tax plan. The docu- 
ment then will go to the senate. 

The senate will approve the com- 
pleted conference report and either 
agree to the house amendment, or de- 
mand a new conference. Somewhere 
in the negotiations the senate demo- 
crats either will have to caucus and 
agree to accept the house cotton fu- 
tures plans; or else go counter to the 
expressed desire of President Wilson, 
aid bring about the defeat of the 
waole cotton futures tax plan for the 
present session of congress. 

Senators Penrose, Lodge and La Fol- 
lette, the republican senators on the 
joint conference committee, are expect- 
ed to make some sharp comments on 
the work of the conference commit- 
tee before the tariff debate finally 
ends. This republican opposition 
coupled with the threatened fight 
Senator Pomero, democrat, will make 
because his amendment taxing brandy 
used to fortify sweet wines was drop- 
ped out by the conferees, may delay the 
senate’s final approval of the bill for 
two or three days. 

Currency Reform. 


Currency reform legislation 
pected to take a secondary position 
this week, although the hearings by 
the senate committee will continue 
throughout the week. President Wil- 
Bon is watchine both the tariff and 
currency situations closely. His in- 
fluence probably will be called into 
play this week, chiefly to smooth the 
road for the tariff bill, and to adjust 
the conflict of the two houses over 
the cotton futures .question. 

A final revision of figures, covering 
the estimates of the revenues to be 
derived from the new tariff law, was 
made today by the treasury expert 
connected with the tariff conference 
committee. Senator Simmons, chair- 
man of the conference, said tonight 
the revenues for the fiscal year of 1914 
would carry a surplus of $16,000,000; 
and for the fiscal year of 1915 a sur- 
“dg of $18,000,000. The increase will 
ye due in part to the fact that for the 
year 1914 the income tax will be col- 
ected only for five-sixths of a year, 
or from March 1, 1913, to December 31.

October on the Farm. 


October is the principal month for 
harvesting cotton, at least in the mid- 
die and northern parts of the cotton 
belt. Under average weather condl- 
tions a very large percentage of the 
crop opens'‘and is ready for pick- 
ing in September; but the past month 
has been unusually cloudy and wet, 
there having been twelve rainy days 
(and several additional cloudy ones) 
up to the 26th of the month, the pre- 
cipitation amounting to 3.84 Inches, 
Which ts 1.48 inches in excess of the 
mean for the month during the last 
twenty years. 

The annual rainfall for October is 
but little if any greater than for Sep- 
tember, and this time we may réa- 
sonably expect that it will be a little 


dryer than usual, in compensation for ! 


~the large excess In September. 

Of course, farmers will need no urg- 
ing to press the picking of cotton, tak- 
ingg advantage of the pleasant open 
weather to Keep as néarly up with the 
opening of the cotton as possible, but 
mot neglecting other farm operations 
that demand attention. I have never 
urged on farmers the importance of 
extraordinary care in rejecting leaf 
trash, for the simple reason that such 
care means lighter basketsand slower 
Progress in gathering the crop. Cot- 
ton buyers and mill men would be glad 
to get cotton free of trash, but they 
do not pay enough more for the sta- 
‘ple practically free from “leaf” to 
justify the slower picking and the risk 
of serious damage from rainstorms 
later on, to say nothing of rotting 
of the long open and waiting bolls. 
Buyers always cut the price offered 
for stained Bnd dirty cotton consider- 
ably more than the premium they of- 
fer for substantially clea&i and trash- 
less cotton. It is therefore unquestion- 
ably a wise policy for the farmer to 
push the cotton picking and encourage 
heavy baskets at weighing time. 

Sow Oats. 

But there are other things that de- 
mand attention besides cotton. Peas 
must be picked, potatoes dug, cover 
crops planted, grass seeds s0wn and 
last, but not least, oats must be sown. 
indeed the best time for sowing this 
important small grain tn the upper 
part of King Cotton dominion has al- 
ready gone by—towlt, September. 

Fortunately the season for oat-sow- 
ing extends over a- period of thisty 
or forty days in any given section. In 
the middle belt October 15 is about 
the central point of that period, In 
the southern portion it may be fixed 
to November 1 to Nocember 15, and 
even later within and south of 709 
or 100 miles of the Atlantic and Gulf 
coasts. 

Of course every farmer who reads, 
or can hear with his ears, Knows about 
the “open furrow” plan of sowing oats 
and will adopt it this fall if he has 
mot already done so. It is one of the 
few innovations ‘in methods of culture 
introduced within the last twenty 
years that has met with the appr-val 
of every farmer who has given it any 
sort of a trial. The security against 
winter killing afforded by the open 
furrow plan removes the chief ob- 
stacle that has long been in the way

The prop- 
er portion of acid phosphate and pot- 
ash may be added then or at any time 
during the winter. I would scatter 
the stable manure on the surface as 
the horizontal branches extend and 
plow or harrow in lightly so as not to 
disturb the roots. 

OAT AND FERTILIZER DRILLS, 

To H. E. Clements, Warwick, Ga,— 
The only material advantage of the 
2-horse, 4-row oat and fertilizer drill 
over the 1-horse, l-row drill les in 
the saving of time and labcr. With 
the former one man and two mules 
may easily accomplish nearly four 
times the area in one day that may be 
done by a one-horse and one-man drill.

RHEUMATISM OF SOW. 

Mrs. J, W. Drace, Grand Ridge, Fla. 
Can you suggest a remedy for a sow 
that has been for four or five weeks 
weak i nher back and hind quarters? 
Sometimes not able to get up without 
assistance, frequently limping in on one 
of her hind feet. Eats when food is 
varied, but without improvement. When 
found in the above condition, she was 
suckling eight one month old pigs, 
from which she was separated and 
penned. Would it be better to let her 
run in an inclosure? 

Answer, It is very probable that 
the sow has rheumatism, the treatment 
for which is as follows: In the early 
Stages give from one to two ounces 
of salts (according to size and age), 
or two drops of croton oil in a spoon- 
ful oF sweet oil or cotton seed oil. If 
purging does not occur in fifteen hours 
the dose should be repeated. 

The best results follow the use of 
croton oil. Follow the operation of the 
oil with ten to fifteen drops of oil of 
gaultheria in a spoonful of sweet oil, 
or raw linseed oil, or cotton seed oil 
three times a day.

OCONEE AND NEWTON 
FREE OF CATTLE TICK

“We have just released from quaran- 
tine the counties of Oconee and Newtven, 
are now free from the cattle 
tick,” said Dr. Peter F. Bahnsen, at 
the capitol yesterday. “This | makes 
fourteen counties out of 147 in Georgia 
which are now immune from the cattle 
tick, which animal pest is costing the 
live-stock raisers thousands of dollars 
a year.” 

Continuing, he said: “When the 
work of tick eradication was under- 
taken by the state and federal author- 
ities. only a year ago, there were only 
three counties free of this tick, which 
number has been increased to fourteen 
in three years. We have three more 
which will, in all probability, be freed 
of the eattle tick by the first of April. 

“Ridding the state of the cattle tick 
means thousands of dollars a year tc6 
live-stock raisers, for with the tick 
out of the way, it is possible to raise 
cattle for profit in Georgia as well as 
anywhere else. With Georgia.as one of 
the largest producing states for cotton 
seed meal in the unicn, and this state 
being rapidly freed of the cattle tick, 
it would seem that Georgia is destined 
to become a great cattle-raising state 
as well as acotton and corn-producing 
state.”

CHINA MAKES APOLOGY 


Regret Expressed for Killing of 
Several Japanese andfor 
Insult to the Flag. 


Nanking, September 28.—General 
Chang Hsun, the commander of the 
troops at Nanking, accompanied by a 
body guard of fifty cavalry, went to the 
Japanese consulate this morning and 
apologized according to the Japanese 
demands in connection with the killing 
of several Japanese and an insult of- 
fered to the Japanese flag. The consul 
expressed his satisfaction at the action 
of the Chinese commander.

NOTED WILD GAS WELL 
AT LAST CONQUERED 


New Orleans, La. September 28.— 
The famous “wild” gas well in the 
Caddo oil field of louisiana, which for 
six years has caused a daily waste 
of from ftifteen to twenty million cubic 
feet of gas, worth millions of _ dollars, 
was conquered today, according to re- 
ports received here by M. lL. Alexander, 
president of the Louisiana conserva- 
tion commission: ‘This well has been 
a puzzle to some of the foremost geo- 
logists in the country and several 
plans of stopping the wasteful flow of 
gas have failed.
